Free Trade and Confederation. 

. Oar correspondent upoh Free Trade 
does not, wo tiro glad to find, insist 
upon his original proposition of con- 
fining Free Trade in Vancouver Is- 
land, to those articles which are not 
produced upon the Inland, half 
monsuros adoptod for expediency, and 
for tho sako, perhaps, of conciliating or 
protecting some particulur party or 
interest, ought novcr to bo adoptod ; 
they Save no stability about them, for 
' tboy can novcr givo satisfaction ; like 
the sliding scale of which wo used to 
hear bo much of a quartor of a century 
ago, tboy are founded upon tho erro- 
noou3 and misohiovos idoa of its being 
lawful and allowable to saDrifico prin- 
ciple to i^xpodioncy, aud owo thoir 
origin to tno mistako ofton made by 
politicians, and sometimos oven by 
Btatosmon, of attempting to gain an 
objoot, or to carry a point, by giving 
up some fundamental part of that 
which is good in their policy. Con- 
ciliatory . measuros aro under certain 
oircumBtancos excusablo, nay they 
may ovon be desirable, when by thoir 
adoption political Btrifo may bo avoid- 
ed ; and tho elements of what is good 
on both aides, may bo infused iuto tho 
. strategy adoptod by a coalition of 
political opponontB. Wo aro led into 
this train of ideas by- tho tone of tho 
suggestions made by our corrospon» 
dont in his letter of tho 28th ultimo. 
Indignant as ho was disposed to be 
with all 6upportors of Confederation, a 
ohort time ago, ho soetns now ready 
to look tho possibility of its consum- 
mation in tho faco, and admitting 
such a possibility is propared to ox> 
amine tho position, and to inquire 
■what will be really to tho interest of 
the Colony should it take placo. His 
suggestions that tho people should 
' "examine and ace whether Free Trado 
in Vancouver Island would bo benefi- 
cial to tho Colony," soenis quite in ac~ 
cordanco with tho views ol tho advo- 
cates of Confederation, tho ninth reso- 
lution pa«sed by the Convention at 
Tale, leaves tho question of tho ox- 
pedionoy of tho cstabluamcnt of a 
Free Port on the Paciflo Coast, to the 
Legislature of British Columbia, after 
admission into tho Dominion, or in 
. othor words, to tho representatives of 
the people; and to the Parliament of 
the Dominion is loft the framing of 
the measure to mako provision for tho 
establishment of such Free Port. Our 
correspondent on tho other hand 
desires that "Free Trade in Vancouvor 
Island be mndo pait of the conditions 
of tho Union, and that it bo inserted 
, in the Organic Act," provided that 
after examination it should bo found 
to be beneficial to f, tuo Colony." Tho 
objoot beinsj to give to it tho stamp of 
durability, this no doubt is desirablo, 
nothing can be worse for a country 
than continued chango of policy. In 
the progress of a young Colony change 
may from circumstances bo a necessity, 
but it Bhould novor bo allowed to have 
even the souiblanoo of retrogression. 
There can bo littlo doubt that if Freo 
Trado in Vancouvor Island bo once 
adoptod as British Columbian policy, 
it will continue whether it become 
law under tho Act of Confederation 
or otherwise. It will bo well for tho 
peoplo of tho Colony to consider 
. whattermsthoy dosiro to make, boforn 
our admission into tho Confederacy, 
comes to bo discussed in tho Imporisl 
Parliament ; thoro aro not at presont 
sufficient oppouonts to Confederation 
to prevent its consummation when 
once it is takon up as au Imperial 
question, if thon it bo pot-siblo for 
those for aud against, to conaidor and 
discuss tho matter impartially upon 
all its boarings, good must result, and 
whilst any precipitate rush into Con- 
federation, undor tho romantic idoa 
that tho Dominion will do everything 
for us would be avoided, tho equally 
dangerous alternative of being Con- 
federated by tho Imperial Parliament 
boforo our views aro hoard, will bo 
avoidod. It must novor bo forgotten 
that if tho Colonial Ollioo suggests to 
Mr. Soymour tho propriety of bringing 
tho mattor boloro tho Legislative 
Council, in ordor to carry out tho pre- 
arranged policy of Her Mijesty's 
Govornmont, thcro will bo no appeal 
to tho peoplo, it will thon bo too lato 
to consider terms, Lot us bo prepar- 
ed in timo to express our wishes do« 
cidodly j it is quito possiblo by ooooiU 
iation, and coalition, to bo tolerably 
unanimous as to tho conditions which, 
if it bo inevitable, wo should all bo 
desirous of Booing imposed as pre^ 
liminaries to Confederation. Wo there- 
fore coinoido with our correspondent 
in tho dosirability of couaidoriug well,

whethor Freo Trado in Vancouver Is- 
land would bo advantageous with 
Confederation; if tho verdict be in 
favor, thon let it bo made one of the 
preliminary conditions by all moanB. 
Those who aro opposed to tho

There ia a general inquiry respecting the 
population of Victoria and vicinity, In 
order to meet it we have obtained a (able, 
which on the whole, wo believe, rnny bo relied 
upon for correctness Victoria City may be 
set down to number about 3000 exolueive of 
Indians. In tbe winter Boauon the number 
is considerably more. In this oonneotion wo 
may be justified in seeking to support the 
impression, viz, that our population has fcr 
soma time past ceased to diminish. We 
have taken pains to notice the arrival and 
departures of our steamers &o, and wa have 
come to tbe conclusion that tbe population of 
tho Colony is snoe more on the increase. 
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From thb Mainland Interior — A Nuw 
Agricultural Settlbmeict Ac- A gentleman 
who has just returned from the mainland 
portion of the Ooiony around Nioolai Lake, 
has given us interesting news concerning a 
new and inviting agricultural settlement 
which is now being taken up and occupied. 
Messrs Andrews & Charters keep a trading 
post on the Lake' mentioned, — which is 
about 100 miles from the town of Yale. Dal- 
by and Clapperton, on the shoros of tho 
Lake, hold about 320 acres of splendid land, 
30 acres of which are already under crop ; 
tho land was only taken up in tbe spring ; 
they have five bead of cattle, two hundred 
•beep and have throe buildings erected, all 
in tbe apace ot sis months. Miokle Bros' 
ranch is situated eight miles from tbe weatend 
of tbe Lake, has been very lately taken up ; 
this season have saved 50 tons of good hay, 
and expect some stock daily. In addition 
to those farms mentioned, there are three 
others settled upon. All kiuds of grain— 
wheal," uarley, oats, Indian corn, &c, ripen 
here end appear to thrive admirably. On 
Dalby and Clapperton'a claim the crops look 
ed excellent, and that too, considering the 
drought experienced during the season — 
moreover the seeds were late in being sown. 
The whole country around, many miles 
eqnare in extent, is described as a beautiful 
rich, rolling, agricultural and pastoral dis- 
trict covered with tbe bunch grass, and re- 
quiring but little labor to pot it under pro- 
fitable cultivation, and capable of making 
homesteads in every sense of the term, 
Eoads, Bridqks, &c, via Boston Bar to N"i«. 
colai, is said by the Indians to be the best 
travelling past, bnt there are two others 
whioh can be availed of— one at Cook's 
ferry, the other at Nicomen House, on to tho 
wagon road. The trail from Nicolai to 
Kamloops is so good that it can be ridden 
over — 30 miles in one day. Mr and Mrs 
Charles had arrived at tho latter plaoe on 
Saturday fortnight. With regard to tbe 
Buonaparte oountry the same favorable ac - 
counts can be given. -Cornwall's griat mill 
has commenced to run. The rouds in the 
upper oountry, if we may call it, are io pretty 
good condition, tho bridges particulaily so. 
Fog, and smoke from forest fires prevailed in 
every direction. Some Chiuamen just in 
from Kootenay got on board tho steamer at 
Hope— 'John' didn't deny, having mado 
each, his respective pile. Tbe Indians fear 
a short season in salmon, and consequently 
look forward to deprivations in tho winter. 



The Moneynick. — We were asked yes- 
terday a score of times what Millard & 
Beedy meant by ohartering this vessel for 
San Francisco, and parties who ought to 
know better were free in offering long udds 
they would lose $ I '200 by tho transaction. 
We can now satisfy public curiosity, and 
ehow that instead of losing $1200 they will 
make nearly $1000 by the operation. There 
are 1(W0 barrels of cranberries, 1000 kegs of 
Bugar, a large quantity of wool, furs, bides, 
oil, iron, salt, » host of et oeteras to go down 
and lumber to fill up, which they have pur- 
ohased at mill cost. Tho larger portion of the 
above oargo will bo colonial produce, which 
v will be the meaos of oirculaiing considerable 
money amongst different olassos ol our com- 
munity, besides adding to oar reputation 
abroad, 



Mr Justice" Begbik on Gambling im 
Cariboo. — The Assize Grand Jury were ad- 
dressed by His Lordship Mr Justice Begbie 
in his usual impressive style. Among t 
other things be adverted to the fact that 
personal application bad been made to him 
for tbe purpose of repressing gambling ; that 
tbeso applications were in tho iigbt of 
vague charges of a general nature, made to 
him in a manner so irregular that he could 
ordar no direct action to be taken in tbe 
matter ; that it devolved upon the Grand 
Jurois, who in their position represented tbe 
interests of society, and were in (act its 
guardians, to take the measures noceeaury to 
repress vioo when it could be shown to exist, 
that no more person strongly discountenanced 
this vicious h ibit than he did. But tho public 
had its lemedy , establish bnt one case bo* 
fore the Court snd the severest ponalty ot 
the law would bo visited upon the delinquent. 
Thar the system suggested of using the or- 
dinary polico (orcein the matter vaa a bad 
one, as it would convert thorn into spios and 
informers, and create such a fooling of dis- 
trust that the real boneBts arising from tbe 
performance of their duties as offioerB of the 
peace, would in a measure bo defeated, and 
the object of tbe nppointiniuts to the force 
bo partially frustrated. Wo regret thut we 
cannot givo the charge in full, 

TriE Firemen's Elfction.— The eleotion 
jeBtcrday for Chief Euginoer and Assistant 
went oQ quietly and with excellent spirit, 
bearing high testimony to tho character ol 
our Firo Brigade, The contest was not 
very olose, Kreimler for Chief and Vogol 
for Assistant, carrying a decided majority. 
Toe total number of votes polled for Chief 
wero 113, out of which MrKroimler got 82 and 
MrDuek 31 leaving a majority of 51 for Krcirn 
ler. For Assistant Chief tho total vote poll- 
ed was 116, out of which Vogol got 56, Levy 
43, Dalby 1G, leaving a majority of 13 lor 
Vogel. The result of the eltction appeared 
to give general satisfaction. In the evening 
the now Chief met the firemen at tho Tiger 
Engine House in complement of his election, 
where for u few hours the spirit of convivial- 
ity prevailed.

From tho Star and Herald of Sept. 1st: 
Tbo Provisional Government, inaugurated 
on the 5th ot July, by a revolution headed 
by General Ponce, supported by tho Butallon 
Sanlander, brunthed its hist on Saiurduy, 
jtflor an eight weeks' reign, during which 
lime it succeeded in spending overy dollar 
that the treasury could raise, breuking Dp 
business throughout tbe country, sinking the 
Siate as deep as it ouuld in debt, and leaving 
it at present in tbe utmost, disorder aud 
destitution. 

The ill-leeliog which existed betweon the 
BataUon Santandcr und the Panama Militia 
broke out oil Satuniuy morning lust, wtieu 
the lormer were disarmed und dispersed by 
ibe lulter, who took p seession of the ouurlel 
aod now remain In oominaod of the city. 
During tho fracas which occurred in Iront of 
iho Ouartol de lua Moujas, Capt UludiBlao 
Mena was killed and Sergl Amayu wounded; 
they wero both of the Batallon Svntander; 
the lormer wus shot by a revolver in the 
hunda of Captain Hafael Aispuro, whilst he 
was attempting to arrest Mesa. After tho 
militia got possession of the Cuartel they 
fired some twenty shots in tho moBt reckless 
marker, seven of which took effect in a cot- 
tage belonging to Mr Boyd and udjuioing hia 
residonco, the balls passing completely 
through it into his yard. During the time 
all this wus transpiring President Pouco and 
Gen Muaa wore returning from Aspiowul!, 
where they had gone to meet Generul Aooata 
On arriving at tho staliun Gsnerul Mesu was 
arrested by order ol Genoral Corrooso ond 
plaotd in the guard-house of the militia out- 
side tho walls, whora he still remains a 
prisoner.

economy ought to be radically changed. 
Thoy protesi in tho name of tho league 
agaiust any attempt at sociul reform 
mado by any despotic powor, and propose 
for diBcussiou the following questions : 
First, in what relation to peace and libor- 
ty aro the advantages of the abolition of 
permanent armies and national militia, 
or oven of a genoral disarmament. 
Second, what uro tbo relations of tho 
social and economic questions with that 
of peace by means of liberty. Third, 
in what relation to peace and liberty 
aro tho advantages of tho separation of 
Church and State. Fourth, how may 
the federation principle be applied in 
different countries, and what may bo 
tho advantage of the Constitution of the 
Uuilod States to Europe ; at this Con- 
gross women will bo alio r7ed the saino 
rights as men. 

London, Sept. 30 — The following is 
received from Madrid, dated to«night : 
General Pavia has arrived hero, ho was 
badly wounded in the battle with tbe 
revolutionary forces. Tho Royal arms 
are removed from tho public buildings; 
throughout the city soldiers and citizens 
everywhere fraternize with tho army. 
BuildiDga in several quartors of tbo city 
are illuminated. 

London, Oct. 1 — Madrid is qoiet, a 
provisional junta is organized with Ma* 
lono for President. No measures have 
yet been taken, looking to the future of 
tho country, beyond denouncing (?) a plan 
for a Republic, nor will there be, until 
Generals Prim and Serrano arrive The 
battle between Pavia and Serrano oc- 
curred at Alicant near Cordova. It was 
very short and there were but few losses. 
The success of tho revolutionary move- 
ment in Spain ending as it has in the 
expulsion of Queen Isabella gives much 
rise to speculation as to her piobable 
success, or it is generally boltoved the 
known dislike of Napoleon to the Orleans 
family is fatal to the hope of the Duke 
do Montponsier; and that a Carlist will 
be chosen to rulo over Spain is regarded 
as impossible. The ancient rights of 
tho Honse of SuVuy to the throno of 
Spain are beginning to be discusssed, and 
the Duko of Casta, tho second son of 
King Victor Emmanuel is talked of as 
an available canditate. 

Paws, Oct. 1— The Queen of Spain 
has arrived at Bayonne. 

Paris, Oct. 1— The La France of to- 
day discusses the prospects of Spain, 
and predicts that the preecut revolution 
there, has avaided a violent civil war. 
The Queen of Spain and the members of 
tho Royal Family, who wero with hor at 
San Sebastian crossed the frontier on 
September 30th, and immediately pro- 
ceeded to Biarritz where the Qucon hud 
an interview with Napoleon and the 
impress Eugenie; after a brief delay the 
Queen and family left Biarritz for Castle 
Pau which has been assigned to her as 
a rosidenco during her sojourn in 
Franco. 

Madrid, Oct. 1 — General Prim and 
Marshal Serrano have arrived. Tho 
citizens aro arming themselves and have 
occupied the guard house and various 
military posts within and around tho cily. 
Barcelona bus joined the revolution. 
Tho rc8idouts are Bonding a deputation to 
the provisional junta now in session, to 
congruttilato them on tho success of the 
patrioiic movement.
